SALE OF LIQCOR IN THE ARMY.—The fol- 


lowing law was passed at the late session of 
of congress : 


Be it enacted, &c., That it shall not be 


lawful for any person in the District of Co- 
lumbia to sell, give or administer to any 
soldier or volunteer in the service of the 
Jnited States, or any person wearing the 
uniform of such soldier or volunteer, any 
spirituous liquor or intoxicating drink ; nud 
ivery person offending against the provis- 
ons of this act shall be deemed guilty of u 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
jefore a magistrate or court having crimin- 
I jurisdiction, shall he punished by a fine 


of twenty-five dollars or imprisonment fcr 
thirty days. 


Approved August 5, 1861. 


THE CENSUS.—The superintendent of the 


census office states that 4,307 census mar- 
shals have received their urst payment, and 
hat the second payment has been made to 
1,100; the total amount expended up to 
August 3, being $7;j(!,264:. This sum is an 
"ncrease of $108,8l!7 over the correspond- 
ng period of the previous census. Final 
payments are now made daily, as fast as the 
•equisitions are honored at the treasury.— 
The superintendent aays : 
" Some faint idea of the labor attendant 


upon the settlement of these accounts may 
3e formed from a knowledge of the fact that 
hey involve an examination of more than 
,hirly-five million separate items compris- 
ng the basis of payment, and this office is 
restricted by the twenty-first section of the

Payment baa necessarily been 
suspended for a short time ou several occa- 
sions, on account of the want of funds at 
the treasury." 


SOUTHERN SECHUT SERVICE MOSEY IN 


JEHSEY.—The rebels and destroyers of

During the last fortnightaagenta of the south- 
ern confederacy have been visiting various 
sections of New Jersey, inaugurating move 
ments for systematic peacd meetings thro'- 
out the state. Individuals have been guar- 
anteed against all expense, and these treas- 
on movements have been organized with di- 
abolical shrewdness through dupea or will- 
ing tools in the late Breckiuridge party, who, 
to gratify their hate, would help to crumble 
our free institutions for the sake of estab- 
lishing a southern monarchy. 


The leading Breckinridge democratic 


newspapers of New Jersey have commenc- 
ed a systematic warfare against all the 
measures of the government to sustain the 
Union. We have been informed, on what 
we consider good authority, that $5,000 
were received in Newark, Irom the Mont- 
gomery Secret Service Fund, to bo applied 
in supporting secession papers in our state 
and to be expended in getting up peace 
meetings. 


This accounts for the treasonable senti- 


ments of these hypocritical papers which 
are giving aid and comfort to the enemy at 
the north, and by advocating peace and 
compromise with armed rebels, endeavor- 
ing to dishearten the people, and to embar- 
rass the government.—Patterson Guardian 
August 14.

264 for military purposes since the war 
commenced. Of this $140,665 baa been 
allowed by tho general government, and 
will be paid at some indefinite time. The 
state has paid $97,267 for bounty, which, 
with the $13,908 paid for a steamship, 
makes $111,175 for which the state baa no 
claim on the general government.

served that the returns made by tbe clerk 
were far below the usual amount. On Fri- 
day morning last, before the reverend 
gen- 


tleman had commenced his work, a couple 
of letters containing marked notes and spe- 
cie were put into his pile. In the afternoon 
as usual, be stated to the chief of the office 
that he had no returns to make, and he was 
at once arrested by an officer who was 
pre- 


sent. He was searched, and the marked 
money found on his person. In the drawer 
of his desk a number of licentious books 
which illy correspond with his pretended 
character for morality were found. Through 
the intercessions of his wife and daughter, 
who soon heard of his arrest, the legal pro- 
ceedings against him were dropped, and he 
was dismissed from office. 
The accused 


has heretofore borne a good character as 
an honest and upright man, and his labors 
in the cause of temperance here have been 
productive of much good.— Washington 
Republican. 


SALE OF LIQOOR IN THE ARMY.—The 
fol- 


lowing law was passed at the late session of 
of congress : 


Be it enacted, &c., That it shall not be 


lawful for any person in the District of Co- 
lumbia to sell, give or administer to any 
soldier or volunteer in the service of the 
United States, or any person wearing the 
uniform of such soldier or volunteer, any 
spirituous liquor or intoxicating drink ; and 
every person offending against the provis- 
ions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
before a magistrate or court having crimin: 
al jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine 
of twenty-five dollars or imprisonment for 
thirty days. 


Approved August 5, 1861. 


THE CENSUS.—The superintendent of the 


census office states that 4,307 census mar- 
shals have received their first payment, and 
that the second payment has been made to 
1,100; the total amount expended up to 
August 3, being $75G,264. This sum is an 
increase of $108,867 over the correspond- 
ing period of the previous census. Final 
payments are now made daily, as fast as the 
requisitions are honored at the treasury.— 
The superintendent says : 
" Some faint idea of the labor attendant 


npon the settlement of these accounts may 
be formed from a knowledge of the fact that 
they involve an examination of more than 
thirty-five million separate items compris- 
ing the basis of payment, and this office is 
restricted by the twenty-first section of the 
law to a careful examination of these en- 
tries previous to completing the pay of the 
assistants. Some accounts are suspended, 
awaiting the amendment of unsatisfactory 
returns, but the majority have not yet been 
reached in their regular order for final set- 
tlement. Payment has necessarily been 
suspended for a short time on several occa- 
sions, on account of the want of funds at 
the treasury." 


SOUTHERN SECRET SERVICE MONEY IN 


NEW JERSEY.—The rebels and destroyers of 
the Union are at work in tne middle states. 
During the last fortnight^gents of the south- 
ern confederacy have been visiting various 
sections of New Jersey, inaugurating move- 
ments for systematic peace meetings thro'- 
out the state. Individuals have been guar- 
anteed against all expense, and these treas- 
on movements have been organized with di- 
abolical shrewdness through dupes or will- 
ing tools in the late Breckinridge party, 
who, 


to gratify their hate, would help to crumble 
our free institutions for the sake of estab- 
lishing a southern monarchy. 


The leading Breckinridge democratic 


newspapers of New Jersey have commenc- 
ed a systematic warfare against all the 
measures of the government to sustain the 
Union. We have been informed, on what 
we consider good authority, that $5,000 
were received in Newark, from the Mont- 
gomery Secret Service Fund, to be applied 
in supporting secession papers in our state 
and to be expended in getting up peace 
meetings. 


This accounts for the treasonable senti- 


ments of these hypocritical papers which 
are giving aid and comfort to the enemy at 
the north, and by advocating peace and 
compromise with armed rebels, endeavor- 
ing to dishearten the people, and to embar- 
rass the government.—Patterson Guardian 
August 14.

Secretary Cameron foolishly 
and unfortunately consented ; and immedi- 
ately afterwards countermanded the order. 
As soon as it became known that he had 
consented to let the regiment go home, the 
leading military officers promptly entered 
their protest, and pointed out to him what 
he should have had sense to have perceived, 
that as the regiment was mustered in for 
three years, the example to other regiments 
would be very bad, perhaps fatal to the 
army, as similar applications would be 
made by other regiments, which could not 
consistently bo refused. 


The 2d Maine regiment, which was also 


disaffected, insisted they wero militia, and 
could not bo required to serve longer than 
three months at a time, and they demanded 
permission to go home, and take a holiday.

In accordance -with this dispatch, ' the 


Madison Journal says the Governor lias is- 
sued an order for six more regiments. 


Now that the harvest is nearly ended, we 


do not doubt that enlistments will go- on 
rapidly in this state. Fourteen regiments 
is a, pretty large draft for the population of 
our stater bnt. with a proper system in en- 
listing men we do not doubt they will be 
forthcoming. . Within three weeks the gov- 
ernor of Indiana says he will have thirty- 
seven regiments ia the field from his state. 
This is about the same number, for the pop- 
ulation of Indiana, that fourteen regiments 
would be for Wisconsin. The proximity of 
Indiana to the seceded' stales would natur- 
ally cause greater excitement in regard to. 
the war than would be found in our more 
remote locality ; but we think that it should 
make no difference. 
The cause is the same 


here that it is there, and Wisconsin is bound 
by the*bbligation of patriotism and honor 
to respond to the call of the government, 
with promptness. 


The order upon Gov. Randall for more 


troops ia a cheering evidence that the War 
Department at last comprehends the great 
straggle upon which we have entered, and" 
that it is disposed, henceforth, to act with 
vigor, ill is is encouraging arid will do 
much towards hastening the enlistment of 
troops. There is no disguising the fact 
that the tardy action of the government, 
heretofore, in accepting volunteers, has dis- 
couraged many who would otherwise have 
been in the ranks long ago. 
But now, all 


signs point towards a vigorous and earnest 
prosecution of the war. That this may be 
done, and the rebellion crushed in the short- 
est possible time, a half a million men will 
be called into the field. Wisconsin must 
do her share. 


CAUSE oy THE TROUBLE. — The telegraph 


has made frequent allusion to the mutiny 
in two or three regiments at Washington, 
bat gives no intelligible report of the cause 
of the trouble. We : find the following 
statement of the origin of the mutiny in 
the 79th (Highlander) New York regiment: 


Most of the officers at the request of the 


privates made application to Secretary Cam?: 
eron for leave to return home to enjoy a 
holiday, and perhaps ultimately to break up 
and disband. Secretary Cameron foolishly 
and unfortunately consented ; and immedi- 
ately afterwards countermanded the order. 
As soon as it became known that he Lad 
consented to let the regiment go home, the 
leading military officers promptly entered 
their protest, and pointed out to him what 
he should have had sense to have perceived, 
that as the regiment was mustered in for 
three years, the example to other regiments 
would be very bad, perhaps fatal tc the 
army, as similar applications 
would be 


made by other regiments, which could not 
consistently be refused. 


The 2d Maine regiment, which was also 


diaaffected, insisted they were militia, and 
could not be required to serve longer than 
three months at a time, and they demanded 
permission to go home, and take a holiday.

SIcClellan will prevent any such exhibitions 
of insubordination in future.

We are about two miles from the Presi- 


dent's house, on what has heretofore been 
called the Meridian Heights'. 
There are 


about lo^OOO troops, of all kinds, within 
two miles of here. 
We are encamped with 


the 6th Wisconsin,' 18th Indiana and 14-th 
and loth .Massachusetts. The Massachu- 
setts regiments are fitted out in the best 
style. 
Their uniform is the same ag that 


of the regulars. They have their own bag- 
gage wagons, and use the Sibley tents.— 
These tents are round and conical, about 
eighteen feet high, have a pole n.t the cen- 
ter, with three iron legs about four and a 
half feet long, so that n fire can be built in 
the center. 
There is a hole in the top for 


the smoke to escape, and a cap over thnt; 
but when you come to the meu who com- 
pose the regiments, I would uot exchange 
ours for any that I have yet seen. 


Lieut. McLean and Sergt. Saunders weru 


here to-day. They look tough, and I assure 
you they feel well. Sauuders says he is 
"fitting for the fall races!'' I wish you 
could see Saunders and hear him talk; he 
improves in his way. 
They stayed here 


and took dinner. 
Saunders had a big 


crowd about him while here in camp. 


We are ou a piece of land owned by a 


captain in tha rebel army. 
He poisoned 


the well before be left here, but the water 
was tested before it was used. There was 
a fine brick house and barn and other out- 
buildings, but now all are destroyed, and 
nothing but a pile of brick is left. 


Everything hero is kept in strict military 


order, find the city is under martial law. 
I 


have been to town once since I came here, 
aud that was on the 13th. 
We left Balti- 


more ou the 7th inst., on short notice ; we 
were all night and a part of a day coming 
from Baltimore to Washington. 
When we 


arrived we were quartered in vacant stores, 
etc., near Fourth street, and on Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue. Our baggage waa left on thu 
cars until the 9th. I was detailed with 
sixty men to watch it. 


When we leuve here we will leave our 


tents and all our baggage, taking only our 
blankets, canteens and haversacks, and 
what clothes we have on our backs—that is 
the order here now. 


We had quite a stir in camp last night. 


A man on horseback tried to run guard ; 
the sentinel gave him a challenge, hut he 
did not stop att\u: word "halt," and he fired 
on him, as also did the next guard. 
The 


man halloed as though he was hurt, and 
rode off as fast as his horse could carry 


him. 
We have not heard from him since.

ROBBERY IN THE DEAD LETTER OFFICE. 


—For some time the meagre returns made 
by Rev. T. Fiake, of the dead letter office, 
has occasioned suspicions that many of the 
valuables taken from the letters were pock- 
eted .by him.

In the afternoon 
as usual, he stated to the chief of the office 
that he had no returns to make, and he was 
at once arrested by an officer who was pre- 
sent. He was searched, and the marked 
money found on his person. In the drawer 
of his desk a number of licentious books 
which illy correspond with his pretended 
character for morality were found. Through 
the intercessions of bis wife and daughter, 
who soon heard of his arrest, the legal pro- 
ceedings against him were dropped, and be 
was dismissed from office.

has heretofore borne a good character its 
an honest and upright man, and his labors 
in the cause of temperance here have been 
productive of much good.— Washington 
Republican. 


SALE OF LIQCOB IN THE ARMY.—The fol- 


lowing law was passed at the late session of 
of congress : 


Be it enacted, &c., That it shall not be 


lawful for any person in the District of Co- 
lumbia to sell, give or administer to any 
soldier or volunteer in the service of the 
United States, or any person wearing the 
uniform of such soldier or volunteer, any 
spirituous liquor or intoxicating drink ; and 
every person offending against the provis- 
ions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
before a magistrate or court having crimin- 
al jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine 
of twenty-five dollars or imprisonment Icr 
thirty days. 


Approved August 5, 1861. 


THE CENSUS.—The superintendent of the 


census office states that 4,307 census mar- 
shals have received their first payment, and 
that the second payment has been made to 
1,100; the total amount expended up to 
August 3, being $756,264. This sum is an 
increase of $108,867 over the correspond- 
ing period of the previous census. Final 
payments are now made daily, as fast as the 
requisitions are honored at the treasury.— 
The superintendent says: 
" Some faint idea of the labor attendant 


upon the settlement of these accounts may 
be formed from a knowledge of the fact that 
they involve an examination of more than 
thirty-five million separate items compris- 
ing the basis of payment, and this office is 
restricted by the twenty-first section of the 
law to a careful examination of these en- 
tries previous to completing the pay of the 
assistants. Some accounts are suspended, 
awaiting the amendment of unsatisfactory 
returns, but the majority have not yet been 
reached in their regular order for final set- 
tlement. Payment has necessarily been 
suspended for a short time on several occa- 
sions, on account of the want of funds at 
the treasury." 


SOUTHERN SECRET SERVICE MONEY IN 


NEW JERSEY.—The rebels and destroyers of 
the Union are at work in tae middle states. 
During the last fortnightagents of the south- 
ern confederacy have been visiting various 
sections of New Jersey, inaugurating move- 
ments for systematic peace meetings thro'- 
out the state.

vigor. This is encouraging and will do 
much towards hastening the enlistment of 
troops. There is no disguising the fact 
that the tardy action of the government, 
heretofore, in accepting volunteers, has dis- 
couraged many who would otherwise have 
been in the ranks long ago.

CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE.— The telegraph 


has made frequent allusion to the mutiny 
in two or three regiments at Washington, 
but gives no intelligible report of the cause 
of the trouble. We find the following 
statement of the origin of the mutiny in 
the 79th (Highlander) New York regiment: 


Most of the officers at the request of the 


privates made application to Secretary Cam- 
eron for leave to return home to enjoy a 
holiday, and perhaps ultimately to break up 
and disband. Secretary Cameron foolishly 
and unfortunately consented ; and immedi- 
ately afterwards countermanded the order. 
As soon as it became known that he had 
coi.sented to let the regiment go home, the 
leading military officers promptly entered 
their protest, and pointed out to him what 
he should have had sense to have perceived, 
that as the regiment was mustered in for 
three years, the example to other regiments 
would be very bad, perhaps fatal to the 
army, as similar applications would be 
made by other regiments, which could not 
consistently be refused. 


The 2d Maine regiment, which was also 


disaffected, insisted they were militia, and 
could not be required to serve longer than 
three months at a time, and they demanded 
permission to go home, and take a holiday. 


The prompt treatment adopted by Gen. 


McClellan will prevent any such exhibitions 
of insubordination in future.

We are about two miles from the Presi- 


dent's house, on what has heretofore been 
called tho Meridian Heights. There are 
about 15,000 troops, of all kinds, within 
two miles of here. We are encamped with 
the 6th Wisconsin, ISth Indiana and 14th 
ind 15th .Massachusetts. The Massachu- 
setts resriments are fitted out in the best 
style. 
Their uniform is the same as that 


of the regulars. 
They have their own bag- 


*age wagons, and use the Sibley tents.— 
These tents are round and conical, about 
eighteen feet high, have a pole at the cen- 
ter, with three iron legs about four and a 
half feet long, so that a fire can be built in 
the center. There is a hole in the top for 
the smoke to escape, ana a cap over that: 
Dut when you come to the men who com- 
pose the refliruents, I would not exchange 
ours for any that I have yet seen. 


Lieut. McLean and Sergt-. Saunders were 


here to-day. They look tough, and I assure 
you they feel well. Sauaders says he is 


fitting for the fall races!" I wish you 


could see Saun Jers and hear him talk; he 
m proves in his way. They stayed here 
and took uiuuer. 
Saunders had a big 


crowd about him while here in camp. 


We are on a piece of land owned by a 


captain in the rebel army. 
He poisoned 


the well befjre he left here, but the water 
was tested before it was used. There was 
a fine brick house and barn and other out- 
buildings, but now all are destroyed, and 
nothing but a pile of biick is left. 


Everything here is kept in strict military 


order, and tlie city is under martial law. 
I 


have been to town once since I came here, 
aud that was on the 13th. 
We left Balti- 


more on the Tth inst., on short notice ; we 
were all night and a part of a day coming 
from Ball!more to Washington. 
When we 


arrived we were quartered in vacant stores, 
etc.. near Fourth street, and on Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue. Our baggage was left on the 
cars until the 9th. I was detailed with 
sixty men to watch it. 


When we leave here we will leave our 


tents anil all onr baggage, taking only our 
blankets, canteens and haversacks, and 
what clothes we have on our backs—that is 
the order here now. 


We had quite a stir in camp last night. 


A man on horseback tried to run guard; 
the sentinel gave him a challenge, but he 
did not stop atthe word "halt," and he fired 
on him, as also did the next guard. 
The 


man iialluod as though he was hurt, and 
rode off as fast as his horse could carry 
him. We have not heard from him since. 


Our boys are feeling good, and are all 


well except about half a dozen who are 
sick -with the measles. 


We are getting quite impatient here, ex- 


pecting to get orders to go into old Virgin- 
ia, and try our luck. As I write, one of 
men comes in with the news that Acquai 
Creek is taken. We heard a heavy cannon- 
ading this morning here, at 3 or 4 o'clock. 
We get no news here of the position of the 
army nor its movements, ouly as we get 
them ollic-iaily, and then we must keep mum,
